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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been carefully 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant asserts that one of ordinary skill in the art would understand the functional host layer would 
be understood to correspond to the session layer. However, this argument is unpersuasive. Applicant does not submit any information to 
substantiate this assertion. The term "functional host layer" is not a well known term in the art and seems to be unique to applicant's 
invention. As the term is not well knov/n in the art, there is no clarification from Applicant's specification and Applicant has not submitted 
any supporting information, the Office is allowed the broadest reasonable interpretation of the term. The interpretation set forth in the 
previous action and supported by the prior art reference, Arunchalam is reasonable. Applicant also asserts that the prior art reference 
does not disclose a function for brokering domains. The Office takes no position on'this argument. Claims 1 and 10 merely discloses the 
function of "brokering a service agreement between the operations management networks". Claim 8 merely discloses a broker function 
for interconnecting management networks. Similarly, Arunchalam discloses a function for intradomain as well as interdomain service 
level negotiation [column 4 "lines 23-26"]. As would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, the ability to negotiate service levels on 
an intradomain or interdomain basis suggests the ability for brokering a service agreement between different networks (domains).For the 
foregoing reasons, the rejections set forth in the previous action, filed 10.11.2005 are maintained.. 
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
